make any statement. 

The federation is Britain's unof- 
ficial censor, frequently withdraw- 
ing magazines or tearing out pages 
of material it deems to be libelous 
or improper.

Blum formally announced the res- 
ignation of his government tonight 
after the Senate had voted down 
his demand for dictatorial powers 
over French finance. 

Immediately after the Senate, by 
a vote of 223 to 49, had rejected his 
“last call,” the Premier went from 
ths Luxembourg Palace, the Sen- 
ate building, to the Chamber of 
Deputies. 

There he announced his resigna- 
tion to the deputies of his own So- 
cialist party, who had assembled to 
hear hig decision. 

He told them he wis going to the 
Elysee Palace to tell President Al- 
bert Lebrun. 

From the Chamber of Deputies 
Blum went to his offices where he 
met with his Ministers for 40 min- 
utes. Then they left for the presi- 
dential palace and delivered their

Father of Children Visiting 
at Whitestone Too Late 
to Save Them—13 Killed 
in Alabama Tornado. 


By the Associated Press. 
WHITESTONE, Ga., April 8. 

A mountain torrent swept into 

Talona Creek last night, lifted a 


large galvanized iron store building 
from ita foundations and carried 13 


persons to death. Rescuers found 
four bodies today and searched 
driftwood and eddies for the others. 

Ten of the victims were of the 
game family, Mr. and Mrs. F. Carter 
Conner and their eight children, 
Forrest, 16 years old: James, 14; 
Harold, 10; Mildred, 12; Oleta, 8; 
Claude, 9; Flora Sue, about 2%, and 


Eugene, 18 months. 

Two others were Thelma Pon- 
der, 6 ,and Bonnie Ponder, 4, 
daughters of Will A. Ponder who 
had gone to the neighboring Con- 
ner home for their first overnight 
visit. The thirteenth victim was 
Carl Lindsey, 19, who lived at the 
Conner home. 

C. W. Owensby, who tried to 
arouse the Conner family to warn 
the mof the fleod, said “a cloud- 
burst broke on Whitestone Moun- 
tain that soundea more like Nia- 
gara Falls than a rain.“ He said 
he heard “kids crying” as the 
house was lifted into the flood. The 
bodies recovered today were those 
of Connet, Eugene, Flora Sue and 
Claude.

Talon Creek, usually about . 20 
feet wide, swept out two trestles 
of the Louisville & Nashville branen 
line to Murphy, N. C., and carried 
away a part of the track, It began 
to return to its banks early today 
and by afternoon was only slightly 
swollen.

In the value of farm, or acre, productiv- 
ity, Worth County rates among the best 
20 of Missouri, both in the 1930 census 
and in the A A A allowance on rental 
acres. According to that census, 
farm workers received $75,000, we had a 
long-time average corn acreage of near 
40,000 acres and had 150 tractors. Last 
year, we had 25,000 acres of corn and 600 
tractors, while the unemployment census 
shows one out of 21,8 persons totally un- 
employed or an emergency worker, 
against a State ratio ot 1 to 141. 

The 1936 A A A payments show that 
Worth County received $74,650.42. Since 
we have 1209 farms, that is but $61.74 per 
farm. The first figure seems a lot of 
money—and is—but the second shows 46 
cents an acre! While.I want to commend 
you for printing so many State and 
county tables, I would like to suggest the 
addition of one more column, so they may 
be broken down to either the farm or 
family basis. 

In 1913, the local tax was the largest. 
Folks could fuss at elections as to wheth- 
er there were to be more or less debt and 
taxes and what they wished to do. Now, 
while taxes are almost double those of 
1913, our school district this year pays 
off its debt for a new school building 
(1919), and the city pays off, except for a 
new steel water tower, in 1940, for both 
a city memorial hall and a water reservoir 
which, all through our dry periods, has 
made this about the only county seat of 
Northwest Missouri or Southwest Iowa 
that hasn't had a serious water problem. 
Further, this local tax is rather puny 
compared to those of the State and the 
United States governments. Just what is |i

It is known that nearly a third of the 
school buildings are antiquated, unsatisfactory or 
even potential fire hazards, but there are no funds to 
replace them, It is known that, for the second suc- 
cessive year, school expenses are exceeding current 
revenue, with the jikelihood that this condition may 


continue until soon there will be no surplus left to 
| meet the excess cost. What is not known as a pos- 


itive fact is whether the schools are fulfilling their 
essential function of education to the best advantage.

TOWARD A CONCLUSIVE CHILD LABOR md. 


The Supreme Court last week announced its deci- 
sion to hear the case of the group of Kansas lesis- 


ators who contend that the pending child labor 
amendment was outlawed when more than one- 
fourth of the states rejected it and that the subse- 
quent ratification by Kansas-is, therefore, not valid. 

Since then, two other states have joined in asking 
tor a Supreme Court. ruling. Kentucky, through 
its Governor, A. B, Chandler, has requested the 
court. to review a decision of the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals invalidating Kentucky's ratification. 
The State administration in Wisconsin, which also 
takes the view that the amendment is still legally 
pending, asks in its petition that the court uphold 
the favorable ruling of the Kansas Supreme Court 
against which the group of Kansas legislators are 
protesting. 

This means that the Supreme Court will have the 
issue of the amendmetit’s validity squarely before 
it when it passes judgment, and that in turn promises 
a conclusive ruling which will eliminate all. doubt 
on this much-controverted point. 
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CLEARING UP THE OIL SITUATION. 

The Mexican Government’s announcement that 20 
per cent of all gross receipts from foreign oi) sales 
will be used to indemnify the former owners of ex- 
propriated oil properties is evidence of both a prac- 


tical and an equitable intention towards the dispos- 


sessed parties. If it becomes clear that a foreign 
market can be found for the oil, and if the price can 


de fixed on the basis of just appraisal, the whole af- 


fair will be speedily removed from the realm of dip- 
lomatie controversy. 

At the moment, the oll companies are still going 
through the motions of trying to recapture their lost 
properties. But with Mexican public opinion solidly 
behind the President, and with the constitutionality 
of the seizure generally admitted, the chances of re- 
covery seem to be very slight. 

That Mexican public opinion is overwhelmingly fa- 
vorable to the Government’s position is emphasized 
dy the action of the Catholic church in calling upon 
all Mexican Catholics to assist in the process of in- 


demnification by raising funds. If this leads to a 


general relaxation of the unfriendliness between 
church and state, both will be the better for it. 

The business of getting the oil properties organ- 
ized and operating on an efficient basis will be an 
extraordinarily difficult task in any case, But with 
external pressure removed and internal sentiment 
consolidated, it should not be an impossible one. 
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COUNSEL FROM A FRIEND. 

A few days ago we quoted from the bulletins of the 
American Association for Social Security to show 
how poorly prepared were the states for administer- 
ing the unemployment insurance provisions of the 
Social Security Act. This organization now declares 
flatly that the administration of unemployment in- 
surance has “bogged down,” whereupon the Social 
Security Board in Washington enters a general

Whatever the situation, the warning is clearly in 
order, Old-age assistance, the other major phase of 
social security as now constituted, has been invaded 
by polities on every hand. Unemployment insurance, 
now receiving its first real test, must not be dis-

It seems clear enough that many 
opponents of the reorganization bill 
are making charges without having 
taken the trouble to study the facts.

No doubt this is the general im- 
»ression. But those who hold it 
cannot have read the existing Civil 
Service Act and the existing civil 
service rules along with the Byrnes 
bill. For they are evidently under 
the impression that the administra- 
tion of the civil service is today in 
the hands of a bi-partisan board 
which is independent of the Presi- 
dent, and that the new bill is an 
attempt to abolish this independent 
board and give to the President per- 
sonally power that he does not al- 
ready possess. 

This does not happen to be true. 
They are imagining a civil service 
ganization which does not exist 
and has never existed. 


The basic law is the Civil Service 
Act of 1883. It authorizes the Presi- 
dent to appoint three commission- 
ers, only two of whom may belong 
to the same party, and it provides 
that “the President may remove 
any commissioner.” It has long 
been the accepted view, as stated 
by the Attorney-General 40 years 
ago, that “there is nothing in the 
tet constituting the commission 
which makes it subject to any regu- 
lation ‘or control except that of 
the President himself.” 

Thus the commission is not an 
iMependent agency; it is an arm 

the President, and it has never 

anything else. The President 
points it and the President may 
move it, subject to no check ex- 
tpt, of course, the general check of 
public opinion. 

There seems to be an impression, 
also, that the commission is a quasi- 
legislative body, in that it makes 
the rules of the civil service. That, 
too, is a mistaken impression.

The Byrnes bill then sets up, in 
addition, an advisory board of seven 
members, who do not give full time 
to the job, and receive only nom- 
inal pay, on the theory that this 
will make it possible to appoint 
seven fairly eminent citizens to 
watch the general conduct of the 
civil service. 5 

Where in all this does one find 
the evidence to support the charge 
that this proposal would revolution- 
ize the existing system and give 
the President the “sole command 
of the civil service”? I cannot find 
it. For the President now appoints 
and removes the three Commission- 
ers and promulgates the rules, and 
denies the commission any legisla- 
tive or judicial power, confining 
their duties to administering his 
rules and to watching only over for- 
mal procedure except where it can 
be proved that a department head 
has openly violated the rule against 
political or religious discrimina- 
tion. 

Under the Byrnes bill, one presi-

PLANE SCHEDULES CANCELED 
BECAUSE OF POOR VISIBILITY 


Rain and Snow Also Slow Up Auto 
Traffic in the 
State. 

Airplane schedules at Lambert- 
St. Louis Flying Field were can- 
celed and automobile traffic was 
Slowed up in the west and north- 
West sections of the State today as 
a result of snow, rain and freezing 
temperatures. 

Highways in the vicinity of Kan- 
sas City, Springfield, Macon, Jeffer- 
son City and St. Joseph were cov- 
ered with ice or slush. Long dis- 
tance telephone wires to Kirksville 
and Macon were torn down by sleet 
and wind. Telephone service be- 
tween St. Louis and Topeka and 
Hutchinson, Kan., was also dis- 
rupted. 

Nine airplane schedules at the 
flying field were canceled this 
morning because of poor visibility 
Tesulting from fog and rain.

the passive hyperemia apparatus for circulatory disorders of the 
legs is called “the glass boot.” 

It consists of a heat-resisting glass vessel 
shaped like a large boot. The upper part 
has a rubber ring attachment that fits 
over the leg so that no air can get in or 
ut. A push-pull air pump is attached by 
a rubber tube to the inside of the “boot,” 
and the pressuré inside is alternately in- 
creased and decerased. 

The purpose is to force blood into the 
small blood vessels of the extremity. It is 
a peripheral or accessory heart which, dur 
ing the negative phase, draws blood into the 
heart and during the positive phase forces 
it into the small vessels of the surrounding 
: parts. 

DR. CLENDENING. It is used for conditions due to dimin- 
ished circulation in the small vessels of the 
extremities, These conditions arenumierous.

be reached by telephone and some 
are still burning coal oil lamps. Of 
the 2000, 64 per cent were.on relief 
during the year 1935. 

For seven of his nine years at 
the Mission, the Reverend Damm 
with his wife and three children, 
lived in second-floor quarters af 
one of the two old houses occupied 
by the Mission. From outsiders I 
learned that he agreed to move in- 
to more cheerful quarters outside 
the miserable neighborhood only 
when a doctor warned that his 
health was threatened by too-long 
hours of work, irregular meals and 
no relaxation. But the Rev. Damm 
refuses to be held up as a hero, 


“You’re making me out a mar- 
tyr,” he smiled. “It is simply that 
the work here is so fascinating that 
I can’t get enough of my job. And 
it is not only I who feels that 
way—my whole staff has the same 
passion for their work—even on 
miserable salaries. I feel that my 
job is here and will be for years 
to come, We must give the chil- 
dren of this community a better 
all around education for life than 
their parents had before them and 
we must be close enough to them 
to befriend them,” 

* g * * 

NDER the direct supervision of 
[J tne Rev. Damm, Caroline Mis- 

sion is continuing to expand its 
educational and recreational pro- 
gram. At the present time, there is 
a pre-school kindergarten with an 
enrollment of 30 and a waiting list 
that cannot be accommodated with 
present funds and facilitiés. The 
library at the Mission has 3500 vol- 
ames and a daily circulation of 100 
—with a loss of books even lower 


service for families on household, 
finance, and domestic problems. 
And in addition to supervising 
the above work, the Rev. Damm 
is always on hand to look into 
the problems of those who come to 
him with stories of being evicted, 
of being unable to secure relief, of 
those who have delinquent chil- 
dren. Day after day he listens to 
the stories of broken homes, of 
drunkenness, of unwed mothers. 


always feel that when I am not 
at the Mission, someone may be 
needing me,” the Rev. Damm ex- 
plained, “The needs of these people 
respect no office hours. And I 
want them to depend on me and on 
the Mission. I don’t mind if the 
young people we serve finally out- 
grow their dependence on us—if 
they finally lift themselves to a 
point where they can leave the 
neighborhood and make a life for 
themselves better than the one their 
parents had. But it is also grati- 
fying when I marry a young cou- 
ple who have grown up in this 
neighborhood to have them come 
back to me year after year with 
their problems.” 


Because of his belief that re- 
ligion is one of the fundamentals 
of real social work, the Rev. Damm 
regards Caroline Mission as much 
more able to be of real and lasting 
service than any city, state or gov- 
ernment social agency. Too many 
social service workers, he thinks, 
regard their work as just another 
job—as just another means of earn- 
ing a living. 


“You must live with the people 
in these wretched areas to under- 
stand their problems,” he says. 
“For instance, many of the people 
who come to us for help are sim- 
ple, country folk, used to a simple 
life. For some reason many who 
once lived in the tiff mining sec- 
tion of Missouri have settled in 
this neighborhood. They were used 
to little, of course, but besides pov- 


- erty, they must now contend with 


disease and other factors in city 
life. They are not used to living 


in the smoke and filth and disease 


that is inevitable in an area where 
there are 100 to 120 people per 
gross acre and where a maximum 


ot only 60 can be economically jus- 


tified.” 

The gross acre, of which Rev. 
Damm speaks, is a term used by 
the City Plan Commission and

West opened the diamond king 
and, on receiving the deuce from 
Bast, shifted to the spade 10, 
Whether this was won in dummy 
or in the closed hand was imma- 
terial. Declarer then drew two 
rounds of hearts and carefully 
cashed the other spade honor be- 
fore running clubs. West hung 
onto his high heart, choosing to 
discard diamonds on the last two 
clubs. But his security was short 
lived. Declarer laid down the dia- 
mond queen and it was all over. 
West could cash his heart queen, 
but after that could not exist with 
out giving declarer a discard in one 
hand and a ruff in the other, 
which, of course, obviated the neces- 
sity for conceding a spade trick, 

This hand might be used as a 
model for players who want to 
brush up on their strip-and-throw-~- 
in plays. 

It will be noted that a complete 
strip was not possible. If West, for 
example, had held three spades in- 
stead of two, or if East had been 
the defender with the three trumps, 


have fulfilled the ‘contract. This 
does not méan, however, that the 
declarer was extraordinarily lucky. 
His one hope, after failing to drop 
the queen and jack of hearts in two 
leads, was to avoid the loss of a 
spade trick. The only chance for 
this was to find a lay of cards 
precisely like that actually exist- 
ing. 
If declarer had gone on the as 
sumption that “there was no place 
to put the losing spade” and had 
failed to strip two rounds of spades 
from the North-South hands West, 
on taking the lead with either the 
high heart or diamond, would have 
had his second spade as an exit 
card.
